CHICAGO — If you’re 
ambitious and are a friend 
of the boss in the Team- 
iten Brotherhood, you 
can earn a fair living. I 
have in mind one John T. 
(Sandy) O’Bnen, member 
of the union for 50 years. 
His salary as of the first of 
the vear ran upward of 

tss.ooo. 

Of course, Sandy 
O’Bnen is first vice pres¬ 
ident of the international 
union and that requires 
considerable travel—espe¬ 
cially to Miami Beach. Of 
course, he aiso is secreta¬ 
ry-treasurer of Local 710 
here—a much investicat- 
ed union, by the way. It is 
known ax the Meat and 
Highway Drivers, Dock- 
men, Helpers and Miscel¬ 
laneous Truck Terminal 
Employees. 

Sen. John McClellan's 
racket committee went 
into it rather deeply and 
found that during one era 
in the 50s, four officers 
had drawn SI, 136,275. of 
whicn Si7i.2S6 had gone 
to G Srien 

When the McClellan 
committee issued its re¬ 
port on March 2*. 1&60. it 
said:

O'Brien does about as 
well as his chief, Jim 
Hoffa, though Local 710 
has 1-1,000 ir.emoers com¬ 
pared w.th the interna¬ 
tional president'* vast do¬ 
main.

Hoboken on March 13 th.it 
he just was not taking the 
raises. 

However, they are still 
on the books.
